If thofe 3 Generals are not already 
joined, “tis fuppofed they will come together time 
ecough to oppofe the Defigns of the Grand Vizier, 
who ‘tis belicved cannot reach Bender (where the 
general Rendezvous is to be) rill about the Middle of 
Auguft, becaufe of the heavy Artillery, &c. in his 
Train. 

P.S. An Exprefsis juft arrived from Count Munich, 
who is gone by for the Court at Peterfhoff, with 
News which "tis faid is very favourable. 

Milan, July 25. O. S. ‘The Marfhal de Noailles, 
and the Count de K_hevenhuller, have fettled every 
thing now for the Evacuation of this Duciny; and 
the nine Millions that were demanded of this Srare 
as Arrears for Contributions, have been abated to 
two Millions 500,000 Livres; bur the Term for the 
{uid Evacuation, will nct he fixed till rhe Return of 
the Exprefies which thofe Generals have fent to Paris 
and Vienna, with the Refule of their Conferences 
The Poffeffion of the FBiefs of the Langhes with 
which the King of Sardinia isto be invetted, gives 
_Umbrage to the Genoefe who are afraid ic wil: pre- 
judice ws Trade with this City, and that the King 
of Sardinia will lay great Dutics on fuch Goods as 
they fhall fend hither or that fhall pafs this Way. 
Thofe Fiefs are 63 in Number, and were heretofore 
poffefs'd by certain Genoefe Lords, to whom the 
Emperors ufed to grant Inveftitures, which were 
confirmed by the Dyet of the Empire. Mean time 
the King of Sardinia has begun to evacuate the Pi- 
cighitone, but the French Troops will not evacuate 
Italy, till the King of Sardinia is atually put in 
Poflefion of the above-mentioned Ficfs. 

Genoa, Fuly 28. O.S. We hear from Corfica, 
that there nas been an Action between the Genoefe 
and the Rebels, wherein the latter, after having 
manfully fteod a continual Fire of eight Hours, re- 
ceived a Reinforcement in the very Nick of Time, 
obliged the Genoefe, who were above 1000 in Num- 
ber, to retire with very great Lofs. 

Ratisbon, Aug. 2. O. S. The States General have 
returned a very favourable Anfwer to the Letter 
which was fent them from the Proteftant Body at 
the Dyet, concerning tte Revocation of the gth 
Article of the Treaty of Ryfwic. In this Anfwer, 
‘ Their High Mightinefles applaud the Zeal of the

They 
conclude with their Hopes of good Succels in this 
Affair, by reafon of the Declaration which the 
Emperor made in 1734. and becautie of the Stipu- 
lation made with Regard to the Courtof France 
in the 33d Article of the Treaty of Utrecht.
